Two incumbent governors who will retire 
at.the first of the year afford a contrast worthy 
of: mention. One is Gov. Richardson, of Cali- 
fornia, with a record of some ten or twelve 
pardons during his term of four years; the 
other, Gov. Miriam Ferguson, of Texas, whose 
record for her term to date is 2595 pardons. 

-It-cannot be presumed that courts in Texas 
and *G@alifornia are materially different. Or 
that in California there are no miscarriages of 
justice, and that in Texas the courts are more 
often in. error. than in correct judgment. 

Of course-there is no.such difference. The 
difference lies in the point of view of the exec- 
utives of the states named. One govefnor held, 
and held correctly, that the pardoning power 
was only given to remedy plain miscarriages 
of justice; and that when the courts had ren- 
dered judgment the judgment should stand. 
Mrs. Ferguson evidently holds that the courts 
are usually wrong and that it is the function 
of a governor to open prison doors at the pres- 
sure of sentiment or sympathy.

City Zoning Legal 
(Redlands Facts) 

















































City zoning is constitutional. It does not 
eénflict with the clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment which provides that no person 
shall, be ‘‘deprived of property without due 
process of law.”’ 

This decision by the United States Supreme 
Court is of interest in every city, town and 
village in America. It will lead to revolution- 
ary changes in city-building. It insures that 
any community may develop according to a 
definite plan, endorsed by a majority of its 
citizens. 

Streets, parks, ete., may be laid out aecord- 
ing to good engineering principles. The whole 
social:and economic life of the community may 
be intelligently directed in its growth, instead 
of being left to grow haphazard. Factories 
and mills may be segregated so as not to in- 
jure residence sections. Zones may be estab- 
lished and enforced for stores and other busi- 
ness institutions, for apartment houses and for 
individual homes. The various activities of 
community life may be properly separated as 
a family separates the activities of its private 
life. instead of jumbling them together to suit 
the casual needs of the moment or the vagaries 
of real estate owners or promoters. 

This means community organization, com- 
munity efficiency, community prosperity, when 
the planning is done by far-sighted persons, 
who recognize the economic, social and artistic 
needs of their cities. 

lt means that what a person does with his 
real estate is not merely his own business, but 
the business of his fellow-citizens. 

This may annoy an occasional individual 
with old-fashioned ideas about property. It 
need not, however, work any injustice even 
temporarily. In the long run, everyone should 
benefit through the higher values given all 
property.

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He’s Going Down a Mile 
(San Bernardino Telegram) 


Dr. William Beebe is no kin of that Hor- 
atio to whom: Hamlet remarked, ‘‘There are 
more things in heaven and earth than are 
dreamed of in your philosophy.’’ In the field 
of natural science there are few things of 
which the doctor has not dreamed. He has 
tramped the virgin jungle and sought the lost 
Atlantis. Now he aims to explore a world of 
which science knows only a fraction of the 
available truth. 

He plans to explore the ocean bed in per- 
son; not a few hundred feet below the sur- 
face, as many men have done, but a mile or 
more beneath the waves. He is having con- 
structed, he announced, a diving tank design- 
ed to withstand the stupendous pressure of 
great ocean depths. Tt will be seven feet high, 
8 inches wigle, constructed of steel a quarter 
of an inch thick, and equipped with a win- 
dow, 7 by 12 inches in size, made of specially 
compounded glass. 

Next summer Dr, Beebe plans to take the 
tank along on a round-the-Equator * tour, in 
which he will visit sixty islands which have 
never been scientifically investigated. The 
problem of underwater illumination, he says, 
will be solved by the myriad luminous fish, 
some of which he brought home lately on the 
Arcturus, and one of which is capable of illum- 
inating a large rogm. An oxygen device and 
absorbent for carbon dioxide are expected to 
enable the diver to breathe freely. If the tank 
proves practical he will attempt to film the 
under-water world for the first time. 


It is a stunning and romantie progfam, 


projected by a man with a faculty of making 
the almost incredible dream come true. It may 


be the practical means of opening ‘to the ad- 
venturous a great new world, the exploration 
of which will oceupy many men and many 
generations.

W. J. Chandler of the Univer- 
|sity of California spoke, on the 
idelayed leafing of the peach, This} 
problem is the biggest the grow- 
ers have to meet. In the years 


of 1924 and 1926 practically the 
whole crop was lost because of 
this delayed leafing. 

Possibilities of diversified farm- 
ing were presented by County 
Farm Advisor Wilder. Tnless de- 
layed leafing is overcome diversi- 
fied farming will be introduced 
Lucas told of the ways 
which peachés may be marketed.
